Arkansas Bankers Association, Mecht 
told the 300 convention delegates that 
enactment of Title Two of the admin- 
istration's banking law would "sound 
Ihe death knell of private banking in 
this country." 


Hechl directed a caustic attack al 


the portion of the banking law known 


Title Two, which would make basic 


changes in the Federal Reserve Sys- 
tem. 


He criticized some advisers of the 


president and congressmen, who, he 
said, "think the Federal Reserve Sys- 
em should be abandoned and super- 
seded by a government-controlled and 
owned bank." 


"No one will deny that certain de- 
eds in our existing laws need cor- 
rection and all of us arc anxious to 
ircvcnt future mistakes and abuses 
which our hindsight has conclusively 
mivcn were possible under the old 
aws," Hccht declared. 


"We still believe that the best re- 


sults can be accomplished by normal 
processes and 
evolutionary 
adjust- 


ments, rather than by sudden im- 
pulses lo change fundamental prin- 
ciples. We also arc of the opinion 
that the future welfare of the nation 
will be better served by a gradual ad- 
justment of our present banking sys- 
tem, suitably supervised by proper au- 
thority, rather than by panaceas i 
the form of government-owned and 
controlled financial institutions * * * 


"The banking act of 1333 has gone 


far in correcting some of the short- 
comings which have developed in 2! 
years of administration of the Federal 
Reserve act * * * It would go loo far 
if we now enacted further legislation 
which could bring about political con- 
trol of the economic freedom of busi- 
ness," Hccht declared.

fellowship. Such was the origin r 
the Christian Church, and such ha.- 
bocn the origin of every new movo 
mcnl and organization in the histor 
of the Church. 


Sometimes the failh and the exper- 


ience arc narrow, and the resulting 
movement and fellowship 
arc sec- 


iional or sectarian. This, also, has 
)ccn the history 
of 
the 
Christian 


Church. 


Bui in the beginning the Church 


arose out of a very definite experi- 
ence of repentance and salvation. The 
Church had no great temples. There 
was no organization with worldly 
strength which men might join for 
he sake of social prestige, or for the 
lake of power. 
The Church 
consisled 
of 
small 


groups of Ihosc who had found Ihe 
new experience of salvation and life 
in Christ Jesus. Those groups met in 
a measure of seclusion, with Ihe threal 
of perscculion constantly upon them. 


One can hardly think of anyone 


joining the Church in those days ex- 
cept from strong conviction and be- 
cause the Church represented a fel- 
lowship in something more precious 
than anything that the world offered. 
The marvel is lhat even under Ihcse 
conditions the members of this early 
church were not always ideal. 


We need only read Paul's epistles 


to see how even in 
Ihis primilivc 


church, where everything connected 
with it seemed to involve sacrifice, 
there were those whose lives were not 
proof against vice and whose spirits 
were nol free from narrowness. 


But here in our lesson, in the rec- 


ord of the first gathering and fellow- 
ship, we have the revelation of an 
ideal and practice so glorious that 
thcro seems little hope of humanity 
rising lo it. So seriously did these 
early Christians take the words of 
Jesus concerning brotherly love and 
the surrender of all to God, that they 
were willing lo disregard their per- 
sonal possessions, to have all things 
in common, and even to sell what 
they had so lhat any man who need- 
ed might bo supplied. 


If one could find that quality of 


Christian 
character 
and 
Christian 


courage more widely exemplified, the 
solution of life's problems would be 
easy, particularly in an age when we 
have discovered that man's conquest 
of nature is able to provide an abund- 
ance of all lhat is necessary for hu- 
man life and far beyond man's ncu 


To imagine, however, that such r 


state of society could be organized out 
of a world of unregcneratc men, whosr 
hearts and habits arc dominated by 
self-interest, is to trust to a vain dc 


lusion. 


Yet the ideal in this picture of the 


early Church is one lhat should hot 
lightly be obscured. The Church In 
its true charactor represents a fel- 
lowship of love and service With life 
on aplane far above that of worldly 
Ideals and motives. 


The hope of the world is that, in a 


society dominated largely by self-in- 
terest, Ihcrc are so many, like Ihese 
early Christians, who live for higher 
things. They are in the world, but 
not of the world, They are subject 
lo the conditions of society in which 
they live, but they recognize a higher 
loyalty to a Master who came not to 
seek his own, but to live for others 
and for the building up of the King- 
dom of God. 


The Church, making its growth and 


progress in a world so different from 
itself, is oflcn colored and marred bj 
its environment. Yet to the eye o'. 
failh Ihcrc is hope in Ihe number t, 
those who strive with sincerity an 
earnestness lo live according to the 
.cachings of Jesus and 
who 
sccV 


.hrough the fellowship of Ihe Church 
,o leaven the world with righteous- 
icss, love, and truth. 


What real hope is there for

Bankhead Cotton 


Law to Be Tested 


Texas Planter Carries Le- 


gal Contest to U. S. 


Supreme Court 


WASHINGTON—(XP)—The supreme 


court was asked Thursday to declare 
unconstitutional thc Bankhead cot- 
ton control act. A petition was filed 
by Lee Moore a cotton planter of Clint. 
Texas, who contended the act was 
not a proper and valid exercise of fed- 
eral taxing power. 


He protested that the act taxed the 


ginning of cotton produced in excess of 
a farmer's quota, but did not tax all 
the cotton; that the method of dcerm- 
ining quoas was illegal; that the tax- 
ation was not equal but varied ac- 
cording to different local conditions; 
and that it was an unconstitutional 
encroachment on thc powers of state. 


The Texas and New Orleans railroad 


refused o accept at Clint cotton owned 
by Moore who wished to ship it to 
New Orleans for sale abroad. Ho as- 
serted he could not only $40 a bale on 
cotton in this country but could get 
$60 a bale abroad. The railroad re- 
fused to accept thc cotton because 
Moore had not 
complied 
with the 


Bankhead act by paying a ginning tax 
of 549,335. 


Moore asked thc federal coutr at El 


Paso to issue an order to compel thc 
railroad to accept the shipment. 


The district court dismissed the suit 


and thc Fifth Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals approved that action.
